ACADEMIC ASSEMBLY 

Nearly four hundred UVic students will 
be honored at the annual Academic Assem¬ 
bly for the granting of scholarships, awards 
and Diplomas in Public Administration 
today at 4 p.m. in the gymnasium. 

Recognition will go to 278 under¬ 
graduate and 79 graduate students who 
have received prizes, scholarships and 
fellowships totalling $47,655 and 
$124,000 respectively. 

Another 27 first year students who have 
received a total of $9,650 in entrance 
awards will be honored. 

Twenty-five civil servants from through¬ 
out the province will receive the Diploma 
in Public Administration. The Diploma is 


granted to those who have completed a 
three-year Executive Development Train¬ 
ing Program for Civil Servants. Now in its 
18th year, the program has been adminis¬ 
tered by UVic since 1964. 

President Hugh Farquhar will preside at 
the Assembly. Dr. Farquhar will introduce 
the recipients and donors of numerous 
scholarships and other awards as well as 
presenting the Diplomas in Public Admin¬ 
istration. 

Dr. Robert T.D. Wallace, Chancellor of 
the University, will address the Assembly. 

About 500 persons are expected to 
attend the presentations.

EVENING CREDIT UP 

Registration in evening credit programs is 
up 126 per cent over last year with approx¬ 
imately half of all students registered at the 
university taking at least one evening credit 
course. 

According to Dr. L.E. Devlin (Continu¬ 
ing Education) evening credit enrolment 
more than doubled from 877 in 1972-73 to 
1,980 in the current academic year. 

This program has been expanded, he 
said, so that it now offers a total of 60 
courses, ''in an attempt to serve adult 
students studying on a part-time evening 
basis." 

It is the fourth consecutive year of 
increased enrolment in programs spon¬ 
sored by the division for adults. 

Registration in non-degree courses has 
increased 19 per cent over last year for a 
total of 1,506, and enrolment in the uni¬ 
versity's off-campus credit program at 
Duncan, Nanaimo, Port Alberni and 
Courtenay is 247, an increase of 50 per 
cent.

GETTING THE LEAD OUT

versities Meson Facility is a cyclotron 
being built by four western Canadian uni¬ 
versities on the UBC campus.) 

Fifteen tons of free lead became avail¬ 
able from the Physics Department cosmic 
ray experiment which was shut down 
along with other stations in the inter¬ 
national grid last year. 

The lead will be used to surround the 
copper target in the meson area of 
TRIUMF where a high radiation level sim¬ 
ilar to that in a reactor is expected. 


According to Dr. Michael Pearce 
(Physics) serious consideration was given 
to wearing lead underwear in the meson 
area, but a time and motion study togeth¬ 
er with a careful computer cost analysis 
suggested that the best solution was to 
surround the target itself with many tons 
of lead. 4
